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WEEKLY ROUNDUP OF WORLD PRODUCTION AND TRADE JAN IN ’Bd Supplement 11-83 
WASHINGTON, November 9--The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. 


Department of Agriculture today reported the following recent developments in 
U.S. agricultural trade: 


U.S. AGRIQULTURAL EXPORTS 


U.S. agricultural exports in fiscal 1983 were valued at $34.8 bil- 
lion, down 11 percent from $39.1 billion in fiscal 1982 and the smallest 
amount since fiscal 1979. The volume of U.S. agricultural exports in fiscal 
1983 totaled 144.8 million tons, 13.1 million tons or 8 percent below the pre- 
vious year and also the lowest level since fiscal 1979. 


Weak economic conditions abroad, aggressive competitor credit and 
subsidy programs (especially for wheat), a strong U.S. dollar, a textile trade 
dispute with China and debt problems in many developing nations reduced the 
volume of U.S. agricultural exports in fiscal 1983. Lower exports of wheat 
and corn accounted for four-fifths of the decline in total fiscal 1983 export 


volume. Lower wheat and soybean export prices in fiscal 1983 also contributed 
to the drop in total U.S. export value. 


The value of U.S. exports of grain and feed in fiscal 1983 dropped 
14 percent to $15.2 billion, primarily reflecting lower wheat and corn ship- 


‘ments and lower wheat prices. 


Wheat export volume (excluding flour) in fiscal 1983 totaled 36.7 
million tons, down 18 percent from the previous year, primarily reflecting 
lower exports to China and the Soviet Union. Wheat export unit values in fis- 
cal 1983 dropped 3 percent to $161 per ton, with the total value of U.S. wheat 
exports declining 21 percent to $5.9 billion. 


Coarse grain export volume in fiscal 1983 dropped 8 percent to 53.5 
million tons, with corn volume off 5 percent to 47.1 million tons and sorghum 
shipments dropping 14 percent to 5.4 million tons. Fiscal 1983 corn prices 
rose marginally to $121 per ton. The total value of U.S. coarse grain exports 
in fiscal 1983 dropped 7 percent to $6.5 billion, with corn exports off 4 per- 
cent to $5.7 billion. 


Rice export volume in fiscal 1983 declined 22 percent to 2.3 million 
tons, and with slightly lower prices, total rice export value fell 24 percent 
to $874 million. 
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The value of U.S. oilseeds and product exports in fiscal 1983 to- 
taled $8.9 billion, down 9 percent from the previous year. Soybean export 
volume in fiscal 1983 dropped 4 percent to 24.5 million tons; soybean export 
prices dropped 6 percent to $239 a ton, with total U.S. soybean export value 
down 9 percent to $5.9 billion. Fiscal 1983 U.S. soybean meal exports rose 3 
percent to 6.5 million tons, with value virtually unchanged at more than 1.4 
billion. 


U.S. raw cotton shipments in fiscal 1983 fell 24 percent to 5.2 mil- 
lion bales, with value off 21 percent to $1.7 billion. U.S. unmanufactured 
tobacco exports fell 4 percent in volume to 245,000 tons, with value unchanged 
at nearly $1.5 billion. 


The value of U.S. exports of livestock and products in fiscal 1983 
dropped 5 percent to $3.0 billion, primarily due to lower volume and prices 
for tallow. Lower shipments of poultry meat and eggs resulted in a 22-percent 
drop in the value of fiscal 1983 poultry and products exports to $451 million, 
while lower butter exports led to a 5-percent drop in dairy product exports to 
$354 million. 


U.S. horticultural exports in fiscal 1984 fell 6 percent to nearly 
$2.7 billion, as most major categories except fresh fruit declined in volume. 
U.S. sugar and tropical product exports fell 16 percent to $705 million. 


U.S. AGRIQULTURAL IMPORTS 


During fiscal year 1983, U.S. agricultural imports totaled $16.4 
billion, up 6 percent from 1982. The increase was due primarily to a recover- 
ing U.S. economy and a strong dollar. Increases in imports during fiscal 1983 
over levels of the previous year were observed for grains and feeds (up 19 
percent), seeds (up 10 percent), tobacco (up 53 percent), poultry products (up 
35 percent), dairy products (up 2 percent), livestock products (up 6 percent), 
and horticultural products (up 8 percent). Decreases were observed for oil- 
seeds and products (down 4 percent) and cotton (down 31 percent). Imports of 
sugar and tropical products remained unchanged. 


Horticultural and tropical product imports comprise 65 percent of 
total agricultural imports and was worth $10.7 billion in fiscal 1983. Of all 
major horticultural and tropical product imports, only sugar came in lower in 
1983 than the previous year. Sugar imports finished fiscal 1983 with a total 
of 2.6 million tons, down 26 percent from fiscal 1982. Lower import quotas 
were chiefly responsible. Higher import prices in fiscal 1983 partially off- 
set the decline in volume, leaving the value of imports at $979 million, off 
17 percent from fiscal 1982. 


Coffee, the leading import, was virtually unchanged from 1982 lev- 
els, finishing the year at $2.8 billion on purchases of 1.06 million tons. 
Another major import, fruit and products, moved up by 9 percent over 1982 lev- 
els, totaling almost $1.7 billion. Fruit juice imports accounted for the bulk 
of the fruit product increase with juice volume increasing by 25 percent and 
value by 23 percent. 
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Fresh/frozen red meat accounts for two-thirds of all U.S. dairy and 
livestock product imports. In fiscal 1983, fresh/frozen red meat imports were 
worth $2 billion or 938,000 tons. This marks a 3-percent increase in value 

and a 4-percent rise in volume. The dominant red meat import is beef and 
' veal, which showed no change in 1983 in either volume or value. However, 
fresh/frozen prok imports rose 14 percent to $638 million and was thus respon- 
sible for the overall increase in red meat. 


TRADE BALANCE 


For the fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 1983, the U.S. agricultural 
trade balance recorded a surplus of $18.4 billion, down 23 percent from fiscal 
1982 and down 31 percent from the fiscal 1981 record of $26.6 billion.
